In response to the request of a 
large body of the electors, we have 
consented to offer ourselves for elec- 
tion to the position of Aldermen, and 
in doing so would ask for your vote 
and influence, which if returned, we 
shall lose no opportunity and leave 
no stone untureed to justify.

That the electors should be taken 
fully into the confidence of the ad- 
ministration on all matters, believing 
that if mistakes are made or crrors 
of judgment committed the people 
have an clementary right to know all 
about it, and that full information 
concerning the leting of contracts 
and the making of appointments 
should be made intelligible and ac- 
cessible (a aii. 

Maat the public expenditure should 
be closely supervised, and that finan- 


the commission board with a salary 
adequate to the position. 

We would recommend a careful 
study of the Health Department with 
a view to its being remodelled on 
strictly modern lines 

We look with disfavor upon the ex- 
cessive centralisation of the city’s bus- 
iness now being initiated, and we 
would advocate the restoring of re: 
sponsibility to the heads of the de- 
partments and the ensuring that those 
heads are men of sufficient capacity 
fidence and pay them accordingly. 

We would advocate that a commit- 
in their own line to justify this con- 
tee be appointed to consider the re- 
moval of Trunk Railway lines from 
the city, and the opening of the Hud- 
son Bay Reserve and Penitentiary 
site for settlement and commercial 
use, before any comprehensive 
scheme of Street Railway,water mains 
or sewer extensions can or should be 
undertaken, also the immediate ac- 
qGiring of a large block of industrial 
property, tributary to our sewage and 
water sysems, having regard to the lo- 
cation being where it is possible to 
give service with municipally owned 
treight lines, with a view to our city 
being eventually the ‘Terminal 
freignt destined to our city by all the 
railways. We emphasize the neces- 
sity of its being tributary to our 
present sewage and water system in 
order that we may save huge ex- 
penses which would follow almost in 
mediately the installation of a ma 
ufacturing section located on the p..- 
sent council's proposed Beachmoi 
Subdivision. 

We would further suggest that tc 
time has arrived for the City Con. 1 
to seriously consider as to how. cur 
city is going to develop with the con- 
tinual accession of population that is 
going on, with a view to the appoint- 
ing of a civic commission as is done 
in all live cities of the world and the 
preparation of a plan along the lines 
of which development should be led 
and a logical and systematic expan- 
sion ensured, and that all acquisitions

or rural parks should be made in the 
light of a definite preconceived and 
scientifically prepared plan. 

We are thoroughly in favor of the 
union of our twin citics of Hdmonton 
and Strathcona, and believe that such 


union would be of great moral and 


We are not in faver of giving direct 
bonuses to attract industrial concerns, 
but believe that the same effect would 
be obtained by the abolition of the 
business tax, at the same time lighten- 
ing the burden of those patriotic citi- 
zens who have so well and so inde- 
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dustrial needs of the city suggest, and 
which it will be our duty and endea- 
vor to study and promote. 

We feel that the present system of 
government does not afford sufficient 
facilities for the aldermen to gain the 
fullest information concerning the 
city’s business and for actually. parti- 
cipating in the shaping of civic policy. 
We would suggest that the council 
committees attend and assist the com- 
misssioners in the discussions of mat- 
ters afiecting their committee, and so 
be in a position when reports come 
before the council to intelligently re- 
present the people's interests. x 

We will welcome the establishment 
of a central Free Library for Edmon- 
ton, but will endeavor also to extend 
the advantages of same by the estab- 
lishment of branch reading rooms in 
the outlying parts of the city where 
we are convinced such places would 
prove of incalculable moral and in- 


tellectual benefit to the citizens in 
these aprts. 
In conclusion we shall hope to 


have frequent opportunities of further 
explaining our views, and have no 
hesitation in assuring you that if 
elected your interests will be our in- 
terests and the welfare of the city 
our constant preoceupation.

He called attention to 
several matters which ‘he thought 
snowld ®e reformed and came cut 
strongly in favor of the immediate 
ccrustruction oof an east end bridge 
over the Saskatchewan. 

Charles Gowan, the Riverdale rate- 
payers candidate followed and in a 
strong speech asked for the support 
of the electors on the ground that he 
was 2 common man and was ipre- 
cated to fight for their rights, nor be- 
ing connected’ with any corporation. 
Mr. Gegvan was followed by a Ruth- 
enian who delivered an address in the 
language of ‘his people endorsing Mr.

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A FAIR CHARTER 
AMENDMENT. 

One of the charter amendments for which the city council is 
askilng -the legislature is for the right to tax at the rate of not 
more than ten cents per lineal foot any lot along which a water 
main is laid. 

The. purpose of the amendment is to make the vacant lot pay a 
part of the cost of the water system. 

According to the present arrangement the water system has 
no revenue except from users. The tholders of vacant lots pay 
nothing toward installation of the system but, in increased value, 
profit wherever a water main is laid past their properties. In 
the meantime the system, owing to the fact that it is necessary 
to lay an ‘enormous mileage of pipes in order to serve a com- 
munity, is losing. money. Last year the loss was $9,491.43. 

If the amendment goes through, which it undoubtedly will, 
vacant property along which water mains are laid will be taxed 
enough to cover the deficit. 

The charge is a fair one. It will relieve householders from 
the burden of paying for miles of pipes which they are not a party 
to requiring and ‘will place the burden for the same on those who 
profit by the extension of the system without becoming patrons 
of it. |

AN: ELECTED COMMISSIONER 
AND THE RECALL 

‘Among the candidates for council is one man who has come 
forward and declared for an elected conmmission and a council, 
mayor and commission subject to the recall, This brings the 
question’ into active municipal politics. 

The Capital is firmly convinced that the aftairs of the city of 
Edmonton avill not be on a satisfactory basis until both the council 

‘and the commission are subject to the recall. 

"Mie object in view of the framer of the Edmonton charter 
was to so arrange things that the electors would be unable to 
arise at any time and throw out the whole city administration. 

With this object in view ‘he provided that only one half the 
council should be elected cach year and that commissioners ap- 
pointed by a majority vote of the council could be discharged only 
by a two-thirds vote of the aldermen, 

Me fundamental idea’ back of this arrangement is that. the 
public is volatile, changeable, unstable, and must be protected 
against'itself, 

All éxperience goes to show that such fears—the theories of 
a self-elected superior class—are groundless, and that cities where 
the: purely democratic idea of government is in vogue, such as 
Dés’ Moines and Galveston, govern themselves much more com- 

petently than do cities like New York, Chicago, St. Louis, and 
Montreal, where the electors have no franchise except to appoint 
agents im the person of councillors who may handle the public 
business as they will. 

There is a frame of mind which some. thinker has’called “the 
arrogance of elected persons.” Iidmonton hhas not suffered scrious- 
ly fromiit yet, but other larger cities have, and Edmonton will suffer 
‘similarly in duce time unless a change in the system is made, Any- 
one familiar with ring rule in ‘any city knows this “arrogance” 
cand‘any. candid person will admit that the recall furnishes an in- 
fallible panacea for such municipal ailment. 

"And the arrogance which is so often shown by elected persons 
who imagine that they are sufficiently powerful to ignore their 
constituency is much more likely to make its appearance among 
appointed persons who believe that the great power placed in their 
hands cannot easily be taken from them. Tor these the recall 
is more:necessary than for an elected council or mayor. 

It ig assumed by many that election by the people would not 
bring into public service men of the stamp necessary to handle the 
large utility interests which a city like Edmonton ‘holds. 

his has also been disproven by actual practise, but even ; 
there were such a danger a safeguary can easily be supplied by th 
requirment of qualifications. 

Spokane, one of the most progressive cities on the contine 
is going over to the elected commissioner system. In Spokane, 
the candidate who seeks the office of city engineer is required to 
show that he has had five years of professional experience in the 
state and that he is qualified according to every law to follow his 
profession. The man who aspires to become city solicitor is re- 
quired to show that he has practised law in Spokane for five years 
and that, die. isvholder of all the necessary certificates. © Similar 
qualifications are required of other candidates. 

With such safeguards there would be little danger of an un- 
known jumping into the control of the city’s affairs, and the public 
can be depended on to make a pretty safe choice from among the 
men it knows. 

Believing that an elected commission and the recall are nec- 
essary to the successiul administration of ‘the city of Idmonton, 
the Capital endorses Mr. Macdonald, the man who has placed that 
plank in his platform, and hopes to see him clected. 

The question which he brings into the municipal arena is at 
least the largest that has been brought in ain recent years.
